War and.Printer's Ink 


INCE THE BLOOD-HORSE was taken over by the 

American Thoroughbred Breeders Association 
in the fall of 1935 and turned over to its present 
management its readers and its advertisers have 
used it well. A large part of the gross revenue it 
has received has been used in reducing to virtual- 
ly nothing the debt incurred in its purchase. Since 
the magazine and the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association are set up as non-profit or- 
ganizations there have been no dividends to pay. 
Thus, considering the modest scope of the maga- 
zine, a large amount has been expended on read- 
ing matter, research, statistics, correspondence, 
reference works, service to advertisers, and other 
material designed to render its readers and adver- 
tisers the fullest return possible. 

In pursuing this policy THE BLOOD-HORSE pub- 
lishes many issues at a loss, since its advertising 
is largely seasonal and its expenses are not. It 
balances these losses against gains during the 
season of peak advertising, and up to now has 
ended its fiscal years “in the black.” 

The war will change magazines, as it will 
change everything else. Just how much it will 
change THE BLOOD-HORSE we don’t know, of 
course, but for whatever changes become neces- 
sary we ask in advance the understanding of our 
readers. When revenues decline, as they are vir- 
tually certain to do, our service will necessarily 
decline, but only in the degree represented by 
necessity. 

No radical changes are in immediate prospect, 
except under the pressure of emergencies not yet 
developed. But a few minor differences will be 
noted. In this week’s issue, for instance, we are 
shortening the notes appended to the pedigrees of 
stakes winners, not by reducing materially the in- 
formation included, but by fitting it into a more 
streamlined pattern. (The information, on the 
average, probably will be more complete than in 
the past.) 

The number of pages in the magazine will be 
reduced slightly; as newspaper men say, we will 
have a higher percentage of “tight” papers. Thus

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paper wiil be saved, expenses reduced. This will 
mean tnat some of the “not must’ copy will be 
delayed in being printed, held out for a later 
issue, as in the case of Pedigree Points and other 
material where time is not of the essence. Dele- 
tions will be made which under peacetime condi- 
tions would not be necessary. 

But in general we shall sacrifice nothing which 
can be maintained. Whatever sacrifices are made 
will be in keeping with our larger objective, which 
is to survive the war, in order that, when recon- 
struction begins, we may continue as friends and 
servants of the Thoroughbred’s friends all over 
America and all over the world. 

Up to the present THE BLOOD-HORSE has grad- 
ually expanded its service to readers and adver- 
tisers whenever its revenues provided the oppor- 
tunity to do so. Such departments of this service 
as are now active will be continued as long as 
possible. There is, of course, small chance of 
further expansion, and the more likely prospect is 
retrenchment. 

If any reader wishes to express a personal pref- 
erence for any of the departments, or any opinion 
as to which should be first given up, we shall 
consider it a kindness to have his or her opinion. 

To its office staff of four lazy men and four 
hard-working women THE BLOOD-HORSE is not 
merely an institution representing a livelihood 
and a daily turn of labor. We are all downright 
fond of it. Our enthusiasm is roughly comparable 
to that of a man with his first good race horse; 
it’s a consuming sort of thing. If anything hap- 
pened to ‘the old rag”’ (to use the newspaper jar- 
gon again), we should be sad for deeper reasons 
than the losing of a job. 

Perhaps we are wrong, but we have a notion 
that many of our readers share the same feeling 
in some degree. There aren't a tremendous num- 
ber of them (since they represent a very special- 
ized phase of American life), and we know them 
well enough to feel that no other publication has 
a more wholesome, more genuine, or more appre- 
ciative audience. . . . So we don’t propose to let 
anything happen to our association with them as 
long as we can prevent it.

Dunnigan's Year? 


N his campaign for the legalization of pari- 

mutuel wagering in New York, Senator John 
J. Dunnigan said it would produce $10,000,000 in 
yearly revenue for the State. Some three-quar- 
ters of this amount was forthcoming last year, 
the second under totalizator influence, and to 
make the Senator’s prediction more nearly a re- 
ality the New York season was extended to 180 
days. Accordingly, it began last Thursday, a 
week earlier than usual. 

The season was traditionally inaugurated at 
Jamaica and, as one wag put it, “They cut into 
Bowie’s dates and they got Bowie weather.” 
Meaning, of course, that it snowed. Conditions 
could have been worse only if the track had been 
frozen, which fortunately it wasn’t. The weather 
cut greatly into the attendance and wagering, but 
what there was augured well for the season. A 
definite line was forthcoming on Saturday, when, 
with conditions still far from pleasant, 26,845 
persons assembled and wagered $1,235,177. Final 
figures next November, if there has been no in- 
terruption, possibly will be much nearer Senator 
Dunnigan’s prediction. 


Needling 


ERTAIN New York sports writers took ad- 

vantage of Jamaica’s opening to “needle” 
racing for not doing anything about aiding war 
relief or the war effort. The racing associations 
were doing something about it but they had not 
decided upon a definite plan because of conflicting 
views. Their inability to get the matter settled 
plus the writers’ criticism nettled Herbert Bayard 
Swope sufficiently for the articulate head of the 
Turf Committee of America to remark, “They 
had better get together in a hurry, or they’ll have 
to get a new chairman.” 

We question that Swope intended to speak for 
publication. Once he was quoted, however, the 
New York commissioner elaborated upon his 
statement and perhaps the resultant publicity 
will cause the associations to reach accord more 
quickly. 


Apache Follows Johnstown 


ILLIAM WOODWARD’S Belair color-bearer, 

Apache, easily captured the Experimental 
Handicap to establish himself as the first Ken- 
tucky Derby candidate to become outstanding in 
New York. Topweight under 116 pounds among 
the Experimental starters (ranked twelfth, 14 
pounds under Alsab by John B. Campbell in the 
Experimental Handicap issued in January), 
Apache easily turned back his opposition over 
the six-furlong course. 

It was a performance demonstrating that 
Apache had wintered well and had come through 
his early spring training in excellent fashion. 
The effort wasn’t such as to establish the son of 
*Alcazar as a Derby favorite although he may 
well prove to be, particularly as James Fitzsim- 
simons intends to try him in a middle-distance 
overnight event and then the Wood Memorial

Ne ENGLAND

The Day Was Dismal 


AWTUCKET, R. I.—The day was dark, very 

cold, about as uncomfortable as spring days 
get in New England. When rain wasn’t falling, 
snow was. Yet 25,000 New Englanders came out 
to Narragansett Park last Saturday to see the 
opening of the Down East racing season of 1942. 
They bet slightly more than $600,000 on the nine 
races that were decided. The extra race of the 
day was a mile-and-a-sixteenth event named the 
Navy Relief Purse. The track’s share of the bet- 
ting —$5,206.87—-plus an equal amount donated 
with the compliments of Narragansett Park, pro- 
vided $10,413.74 for the Navy Relief Fund. 

The track was sloppy, but in view of the snow 
and rain that had blanketed and splashed it for 
the past 24 hours, it had a remarkably firm bot- 
tom. Doublrab, sent on from New York especially 
for the race, required only 1:12%5 to run the six 
furlongs. 


Wheels Must Turn 


SITUATION that developed 10 days before 

the opening of the New England racing sea- 
son and was not cleared up until 48 hours before 
the first bugle blew at Narragansett Park brings 
into sharp focus the greatest difficulty that 
American race tracks must face in the next few 
months. 

The difficulty is not public opinion. Public 
opinion in nearly every part of the country, even 
in California where the tracks are closed, seems 
overwhelmingly in favor of continuing racing as 
long as operating race tracks does not interfere 
with the war effort. 

The difficulty is not politics. In most states 
where racing is held, with the exception of 
Arkansas (and maybe California), the men who 
hold high office favor the continuance of racing 
because of the taxes it pays, if for no other rea- 
son. According to report, the conduct of the re- 
cent Oaklawn Park meeting did little to gain 
favor in high places for the sport. But in the re- 
cent emergency at Narragansett such New Eng- 
landers as Governor J. Howard McGrath of Rhode 
Island, U. S. Senator Theodore Francis Green, 
former governor of Rhode Island, and U. S. 
Congressman John W. McCormack of Massachu- 
setts, went emphatically on record as favoring 
the continuance of racing. 

The difficulty is not the military command in 
the various racing areas. In New England, Major 
General Terry has stated that he favors continu- 
ing all sports, including racing. Generally, the 
military does not interfere in civilian affairs until 
an actual emergency arises. 

The difficulty is not the reformers. An Amer- 
ica that had prohibition foisted on it in another 
war is as suspicious of flag-waving reformers as 
it is of flag-waving Japanese. 

The main difficulty that racing faces today is 
wheels, or rather, the lack of them. Rubber tires 
on the wheels of private automobiles and common 
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carrier busses are growing thinner and thinner, 
and there is no relief in sight, although the Nazis 
are said to be finding practical use for an ersatz 
rubber formula obligingly turned over to them by 
a great United States industrial organization. 

Card rationing of gasoline is expected on the 
Atlantic seaboard very shortly. Under such con- 
ditions, it is only natural to believe that even 
Americans, inclined to take the cash and let the 
credit go, and who ordinarily would worry about 
their irreplaceable tires only when they’re running 
on the rims, won't use their precious tires and 
gas rations too rashly in driving to race tracks. 

The natural solution to the problem, as far as 
most tracks are concerned, is to urge the public 
to use bus services which may soon have a hard 
time replenishing their own tires, or to use race 
track trains. Race track trains, like the farmer’s 
daughter, ain’t so easy to git. 

Narragansett Park found that out a couple of 
weeks ago when the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford line, which had been in the Seventy- 
seven B. Stakes ever since the Wall Street crash 
and has been realizing $120,000 a year on its race 
track trains from Boston to Narragansett, casual- 
ly announced that the service would be discon- 
tinued. 

This meant, by pre-season guesses, that Narra- 
gansett’s crowds would be decreased by some 
2,000 on week-days, some 5,000 on Saturdays, 
that its mutuel handles would probably drop 
$30,000 a day. These figures are based on the 
number of passengers the trains carried in the 
years when there was no shortage of tires or 
gasoline. Race track trains will probably carry 
more passengers in this year of 1942. 

The announcement from the railroad line 
brought an immediate outcry. Governor Mc- 
Grath protested in the strongest terms. Narra- 
gansett Park annually pays 17 per cent of all 
taxes that Rhode Island collects. Governor Mc- 
Grath does not wish to introduce an income tax 
in the State. 

In Washington John J. Pelley, former president 
of the New York, New Haven and Hartford, pres- 
ent president of the National Railroad Associa- 
tions, was urged to take action by Senator Green 
and Congressman McCormack, and conferred 
with trustees of the line. Boston and Providence 
papers editorialized to the effect that the rolling 
stock for race trains was available, but that the 
line was reserving them for more profitable pur- 
poses due to wartime demands. 

On Saturday, April 9, executives of the railway 
company met in the Providence State House with 
Governor McGrath and Judge James E. Dooley, 
president of the Narragansett Racing Association. 
Net result of the conference was that the line 
reckoned it could find the cars after all and would 
keep them running to the track until the Govern- 
ment placed demands on them for use in moving 
troops or war supplies. 

In the present transportation situation Pimlico 
and Empire City appear to be the most fortunate 
race tracks on the Eastern seaboard. But even 
the executives of these tracks have wheels in their 
heads. Pimlico can be reached by a Baltimore 
city street car line, but it is doubtful that Balti- 
more has enough street cars to carry the crowds 
that turn out for Pimlico’s Preakness and other 
big races. Empire City is said to be on the New 
York City subway circuit. It almost is. But 
after you ride to the end of the subway line, you 
still need a taxi or a bus to reach the track, unless 
you are bent on reducing middle-age spread by 
brisk hiking.

Jamaica Opens 


HERE is a national movement to say little 

about the weather. The less said about that 
on Jamaica’s opening day the better, anyway. 
But during the early races of Thursday, April 9, 
a few persons got together in the infield, and 
built a snow man in front of the odds board. 
Since the 1941 opening was on a Saturday, and a 
considerably fairer day as well, no comparison 
with last season’s cpening is possible. But the 
betting during the first three days, though the 
weather had knocked it down a bit, indicated that 
New York racing had lost none of its strength. 
During the first three days the patrons bet $2,- 
249,705, for an average of $749,701, which isn’t 
exactly poverty, and this figure may improve 
with better weather. The Saturday crowd bet 
$1,235,177, as against $1,288,551 on the opening 
Saturday last year. 

There had been some hope that Belair Stud’s 
Apache would start for the Paumonok, as his 
trainer, James Fitzsimmons, usually begins the 
season by winning this fixture. Mr. Fitz, how- 
ever, contented himself with winning an over- 
night race with Eire, and kept Apache for the 
Experimental Handicap on April 11, which he 
won quite easily. Possibly the veteran trainer 
doesn’t approve of the early extension of New 
York’s dates, and prefers to win his stakes at the 
usual time. At all events, Apache will now have 
to get himself beat to escape attention as the 
strongest Kentucky Derby candidate in New 
York. 

The Excelsior Handicap, a $10,000 added event, 
will feature the April 18 racing. There were 44 
nominations when the event closed, including 
Mioland, Market Wise, Attention, Our Boots, Dit, 
The Rhymer, Pictor, and others. 


No Fitz 


Trainer James (Sunny Jim) Fitzsimmons has 
established an enviable record in the Paumonok 
Handicap. In the last four years he has saddled 
the winners Snark, Johnstown, Fighting Fox, and 
King Cole for the opening handicap of the New 
York season. This year he rested on his laurels, 
sat back and watched 11 other trainers saddle 14 
horses for the thirty-third Paumonok Handicap 
($7,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) 
at Jamaica on April 9. First away from the 
starting gate was the 9-year-old Speed to Spare 
(114), which had been claimed for $5,000 at the 
end of the Hialeah Park season by J. H. Miles. 
He was closely followed by M. A. Kern’s Potranco 
(116). The two sprinted into a clear margin over 
the rest of the field with Speed to Spare, which 
rarely fails to set the early pace, holding the lead 
by a head. It was a two-horse race through the 
back stretch and around the turn. Potranco was 
left with a two-length lead when Speed to Spare 
tired and quit near the eighth-pole. He was given 
no respite, for H. L. Myer’s favored Sheriff Cul- 
kin (123), running faster than any other horse 
in the race, cut Potranco’s margin to a half-length 
before they went under the wire, with F. J. Bu- 
chanan’s Zacatine (112) a nose behind in third 
place. In order followed Boysey (122), Sir Jeffrey 
(114), Speed to Spare, Bull Reigh (114), Augury 
(118), Quakertown (114), Doubt Not (112), Bar- 
dia (3, 104), K. Dorko (3, 107), Mettlesome 
(122), and Dispose (126). Sheriff Culkin and 
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King Ranch’s Dispose, coupled in the betting, 
were favorites. Potranco paid $24 for $2. Time, 
:2345, :4745, 1:14, track sloppy. Stakes division, 
$7,000, $1,500, $800, $400.

The Paumonok Handicap was Potranco’s sixty- 
first start and twenty-first win. He has been 
second 18 times, third four times, and has earned 
$39,995. At two Potranco won the Ravisloe Stakes 
and Hawthorne Labor Day Handicap, at three he 
won the Hawthorne Speed Handicap, and at four 
won the Crete Handicap. His owner, M. A. Kern, 
is a Chicago insurance man who first came into 
racing under the nom de course of Lexbrook 
Stable (with L. D. Kern). He claimed Potranco 
early in 1939 and has raced him since. The mat- 
ing which produced Potranco was made at the 
late C. W. Hay’s Scotland Farm, near Frankfort, 
Ky., but Essie Wessie was sold, carrying Potran- 
co, for $300 at the dispersal of the stud in 1936, 
to V. E. Berry of Texas. She was turned over to 
Owen W. Kilday at whose farm near San Antonio 
Potranco was foaled on February 10, 1937. He 
started racing for Mr. Berry but was claimed 
early in his 2-year-old season by Lexbrook Stable 
for $1,800.

Fitz 


The most important 3-year-old event of the first 
week of racing at Jamaica was the third running 
of the Experimental Handicap ($5,000 added, 3- 
year-olds, six furlongs) on April 11. Mr. Fitz- 
simmons was in action now. In its field of 10, 
six of them Kentucky Derby eligibles, was Belair 
Stud’s Apache (116), an *Alcazar colt which was 
already considered a threat for 3-year-old honors. 
His ranking went up after the Experimental, for 
he won without too much difficulty under top 
weight, giving the others from six to 16 pounds, a 
concession he will not have to make in the major 
3-year-old events. 

C. H. Jones’ Phar Rong (100), a California in- 
vader, took the track at first, closely pursued by 
Mrs. Esther du Pont Weir’s Hyperion colt *Hya- 
cinthus (105). Apache, which had been pinched 
back a little, followed in third place, moved up 
as *Hyacinthus tired, and at the quarter-pole was 
ready to take the lead from Phar Rong. There- 
after he was never headed, and when Mrs. S. S. 
Zell’s Incoming (107), which had beaten Re- 
quested in Florida, moved up to challenge, Apache 
had no difficulty holding his position. He won by 
a length, ridden out, with Incoming another 
length ahead of William Ziegler, Jr.’s Wait a Bit 
(110). Phar Rong was fourth, another length 
away, followed in order by First Fiddle (106), 
*“Hyacinthus, Flaught (109), Lochinvar (102),

Keeneland 


HERE is such a thing as being too much in 
fashion. Bowie would have opened in snow 
if there had not been too much snow for an open- 
ing. Jamaica opened in a near-blizzard, Narra- 
gansett Park in rain which sometimes became 
snow. Keeneland would have been better off to 
have ignored this trend, but it did not. Opening 
day was wet and cold; though no rain fell during 
the first afternoon, more than two inches had 
fallen in the 48 hours before the first race. The 
second day was drier but colder. Apziil 11 dawned 
with deceptive fairness, but a fair imitation of a 
blizzard was in progress at noon, with snow rid- 
ing in on a hard wind. The day cleared before 
race time, but remained very cold, with a tem- 
perature in the forties and a stinging wind. 
Except for opening day, however, support for 
the meeting was not greatly under that of last 
year, when Kentucky's capricious spring weather 
was on its very best behavior. Attendance was 
considerably lower, but there was greatly heavier 
betting per capita. After the first three days, 
the wagering total was $306,896, an average of 
$102,299; last spring the three-day total was 


$336,925, the average $112,299. 
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The racing was of good caliber, though the 
sodden track kept the times very slow. On open- 
ing day Devil Diver turned back Whirlaway and 
Sun Again in a performance which makes him 
one of the most promising Kentucky Derby can- 
didates. The best race on the Friday was a 
handicap for 3-year-olds, run in honor of Dr. Ed- 
ward Hagyard, and this went to Valdina Farm's 
Valdina Orphan, a *Hilltown colt which won very 
impressively. On April 11 John Hay Whitney’s 
*The Swallow accounted for the Ashland Stakes 
in a fashion which suggests she will be a good 
3-year-old filly, and in a race for fillies and mares 
on the same day Valdina Farm scored again with 
Valdina Melia, a daughter of Granville. 


Devil Diver and Whirlaway 


The Keeneland meeting lost no time getting 
down to business, with two of the most prominent 
Kentucky Derby candidates facing the 1941 cham- 
pion 3-year-old on the first day. There were only 
five starters for the Phoenix Handicap ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs), but 
Whirlaway (128) and Sun Again (3, 112) were 
making their 1942 debut for Calumet Farm, and 


Greentree Stable’s Devil Diver (3, 11312) was 
also out for the first time. Included in the Calu- 
met entry was Bay Carse (114). Circle M 


Ranch’s War Bugle (114) was the only member 
of the field which had had a race this year. 

War Bugle and Devil Diver were out of the 
gate together, the 3-year-old having a little the 
better of it, and for a half-mile it was a two- 
horse battle for the lead. Bay Carse was nearest 
of the Calumet horses for the first quarter-mile, 
then Sun Again moved to third. Whirlaway ran 
last, but no great distance back. In the upper 
stretch War Bugle began tiring, and Jockey A. 
Craig swung to the outside with Whirlaway and 
began sending the *Blenheim II colt up fast. He 
came with a fine rush, and was wearing the 3- 
year-old down rapidly, but Devil Diver held on 
bravely, won by a head. Sun Again, which had 
suffered somewhat from the fact that Jockey 
Eads had lost a stirrup just after the start, also 
moved fast in mid-stretch, though he tired a little 
at the end. He finished third, a length and a half 
behind his stablemate, two lengths ahead of War 
Bugle. Bay Carse, after showing brief early 
speed, fell back to last. Time, :2345, :48, 1:13%, 
track muddy. Stakes division, $2,625, $500, $250, 
$100.

There were seven starters for the Ashland 
Stakes ($2,500 added, 3-year-old fillies, six fur- 
longs) at Keeneland April 11, a conspicuous ab- 
sentee being Calumet Farm's Mar-Kell, which 
Trainer Ben Jones felt was hardly up to the race, 
particularly with the track in extremely heavy 
condition. John Hay Whitney’s *The Swallow 
(112), an English-foaled daughter of an Ameri- 
can mare, was made an odds-on favorite, and she 
gave her backers no great anxiety. Hal Price 
Headley’s Spiral Pass (115) made the pace at 
first, but *The Swallow worked up from a slow 
start and was in second place before the race had 
been half run. When she was straightened in the 
stretch she went up smoothly to the lead, and 
under light urging came away to win by two 
lengths. Spiral Pass was second, a half-length 
ahead of Milky Way Farm’s fast-closing My 
Choice (115), with D. V. McClure’s Gold Princess

Derby Horses 


The full scale opening of the “regular’’ season 
last week brought out most cf the more impor- 
tant Kentucky Derby candidates, though there 
were a few exceptions. On April 9 at Keeneland, 
Greentree Stable’s DEVIL DIVER ran a fine race 
to beat Whirlaway a neck, with Calumet Farm's 
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SUN AGAIN a creditable third. This was at six 
furlongs, in mud. On the same day Valdina 
Farm's Irish-bred *HOLLYWOOD won an allow- 
ance race at a mile and 70 yards in very impres- 
sive fashion, with Hal Price Headley’s EQUINOX 
an indifferent third. At Jamaica, also on April 
9, the only Derby eligible to attempt the Pau- 
monok was K. DORKO, which finished an ig- 
nominious twelfth. In an allowance event Wheat- 
ley Stable’s Eire, not a Derby eligible, beat a 
small field including John Hay Whitney’s *THIS 
ENGLAND, which was fifth and last. At Bowie 
Christiana Stable’s COOCHS BRIDGE was un- 
placed in a six-furlong allowance race run in 
slow time. 

On April 10, at Keeneland, Mr. Headley's 
ANTICLIMAX won none too impressively from 
Alisal Corporation’s (Charles Perkins’) 
CLEARMONT at six furlongs, with SWEEP- 
STAKER and WAR BAM unplced. A little later 
in the day Valdina Farm brought out another 
promising 3-year-old in VALDINA ORPHAN, 
which made hash of a field including the Derby 
eligibles MORE THAN FEW, BLACK RAIDER, 
JEAN FERRANTE, PUT IN, EMOLUMENT, 
SIR WAR, RADIO JOE, TRANSFORMER, and 
PATRIOT, which finished in the order named. 
The Valdina connections aren’t very clear as to 
whether *Hollywocd or Valdina Orphan is the 
better. 

On April 11 at Keeneland one of the filly 
eligibles, D. V. McClure’s GOLD PRINCESS, was 
unplaced in the Ashland Stakes. At Jamaica 
came one of the larger developments when Belair 
Stud’s APACHE won the Experimental Handi- 
cap cleverly. The second, Incoming, is not a 
Derby eligible, but in the beaten field were WAIT 
A BIT, PHAR RONG, FIRST FIDDLE, *HY- 
ACINTHUS, and AMERICAN WOLF, which ran 
in that order, with a few non-eligibles mixed in. 
K. DORKO tried again in an overnight event at 
six furlongs and was second, beaten a head. Mrs. 
Vera S. Bragg’s SAKU was third, and the 
eligibles ALOHORT and *DOMINGO were un- 
placed. At Bowie Christiana Stable’s *HALF 
CROWN was fifth in an allowance sprint, with- 
out a great deal in front of him. 

Louis Lee Haggin’s AIR CURRENT won an 
overnight at Jamaica April 138, beating a fair 
field. Most attention was centered on Havre de 
Grace, where ALSAB, making his fifth try for 
victory in 1942, missed again, going under to the 
non-eligible Colchis. He ran quite a race, how- 
ever, coming very fast at the end. BRIGHT 
WILLIE, the only other Derby horse in the field, 
finished fifth. 

There were thus 35 of the 150 eligibles in ac- 
tion last week, of which at least half eliminated 
themselves rather completely. From the re- 
mainder, and perhaps a dozen more, will come 
the Derby field May 2.

FLORIDA 


End of the Season 


ROPICAL PARK closed its 29-day spring 
T meeting April 10, brought Florida’s first war- 
time season to an end. The attendance and bet- 
ting continued to drop during the last week, even 
the closing day program drawing only $348,526 
into the machines. The entire meeting had a 
betting total of $9,158,415, a daily average of 
$338,630. This is well under the average of the 
1941 spring meeting, which was $381,895. For its 
entire 50 days, Tropical Park had $14,806,690 
wagered, an average of $296,133, 15 per cent be- 
low the 1940-1941 season, when the total was 
$17,491,187 and the average $349,823. 

Probably the drop was due only indirectly to 
the war, which shortened individual Florida vaca- 
tions and the Florida vacation season as a whole. 
The new grab by the Florida Legislature, which 
increased the total pari-mutuel take-out to 15 
per cent plus breakage, must be reckoned a con- 
siderable supporting cause. Even with the drop, 
however, Tropical Park had a successful meeting 
financially. Attendance was down as well as 
betting, i.e drop being from 867,253 to 781,359, 
with both Tropical and Hialeah Parks included, 
except for the last two days of the final meeting. 
But this year the attendance was nearly all paid; 
last season a comparatively small part of it was. 


Sir Marlboro Sets a Record 


That Charles S. Howard owns the best 5-year- 
old in training is probably past argument, but 
that it is doing him any particular good is some- 
thing else. For Mioland has weight as well as 
horses to beat, and he is almost up to Seabiscuit 
in the amount of money he has missed by inches 
under top weight. For the Tropical Handicap 
($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 11, miles) at 
Tropical Park on April 10 Mioland had 129 
pounds. He was coupled with Porter’s Cap (114), 
and the entry went to tue post at odds on, and 
fared as odds-on stakes favorites have been doing 
rather regularly this season. 

Mrs. J. Eitinger’s Sir Marlboro (109), winner 
of a stakes at Hialeah Park over the turf course, 
Was given very little chance for the race, starting 
at nearly 25 to 1. He also started in front, with 
Jockey L. Haskell rating him along nicely.

Woodvale Farm's Our 
Boots (119), prominent from the start, closed 
very well to be third, a half-length farther back. 
John W. Dial’s Llanero (100) was a distant 
fourth, six lengths away.

CALIFORNIA 


Pleasanton Gets Dates 


EWS from California last week indicated that 

a 40-day race meeting may be conducted at 
the Pleasanton track, in Alameda County, this 
summer. The fair grounds there has a mile track, 
a grandstand capable of seating 3,500 persons, and 
stabling accommodations for about 450 horses. 
Small meetings in conjunction with the agricul- 
tural fairs have been conducted there for some 
time. The California Horse Racing Board on 
April 7 issued a tentative permit for a meeting to 
start May 30, with racing four days a week, 
though final permission is still dependent on ap- 
proval of the personnel and the financial organi- 
zation. 

The group which hopes to conduct racing there 
includes Samuel J. Whiting, president of the Ala- 
meda County Fair Association, and he refused to 
disclose publicly the names of those associated 
with him, who were described as a “group of Cal- 
ifornia sportsmen.” 

Dates for other fair meetings also were granted 
by the board as follows: Alameda County Fair, 
July 1-July 11; Santa Rosa, September 5-Septem- 
ber 12; Humboldt County Fair, August 12-August 
15; Dixon County Fair, May 15-May 16; and San 
Joaquin County Fair, August 21-August 30. 

William P. Kyne, apparently hoping against 
hope, applied informally for a permit for a short 
meeting at Bay Meadows next fall, with all 
profits to go to the American Red Cross. Mili- 
tary forces occupy Bay Meadows at present, but 
Mr. Kyne hopes they may go away.

Narragansett Park 


HE New England front got into action April 
11 as Narragansett Park began its first 1942 
meeting, which will run for 25 days. Betting on 
the opener was $608,022, which was only slightly 
off the 1941 opening day total of $614,450. The 
1942 opening, moreover, included snow, rain, and 
a biting wind; Maryland, Kentucky, New York, 
and New England have thus all inaugurated the 
1942 season under adverse weather conditions. 
Its usual stables buttressed somewhat by in- 
vaders from California, Narragansett Park has 
plenty of horses, possibly a bit better than usual. 
The California group made a strong effort for the 
first stakes event, the Spring Handicap, but the 
Beezley and Cohen entry of *Samborombon and 
*Grasshopper II could do no better than second 
and third to Mrs. Tilyou Christopher’s Doublrab, 
by *Sherab. A. B. Christopher, Mrs. Christoph- 
er’s nephew, did nearly as well, winning both the 
third and fourth races. Jockey G. McMullen, who 
rode them, got a riding double, as did D. Brunelle. 


Winner from Illinois 


The Spring Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, six furlongs) at Narragansett Park on 
April 11 was a spring handicap in name only. 
The huge crowd was pelted intermittently by 
snow and rain. Of the 10 horses originally en- 
tered only six went to the post. Favored was the 
Florida-raced De Kalb (110), a Sun Flag gelding 
which had established a good reputation on off 
tracks at Tropicai and Hialeah Parks. The Nim- 
koff and Stuart entry never figured among the 
leaders and finished fourth, nine lengths behind 
the winner. The first to show in front was Mrs. 
Tilyou Christopher’s Doublrab (108), closely fol- 
lowed by Beezley and Cohen’s *Samborombon 
(114). In the back stretch the Argentine-bred 
horse got his nose in front briefly but appeared 
short of training and his challenge soon collapsed. 
Doublrab splashed ahead, increasing his lead un- 
til at the finish he was four lengths in front of 
*Samborombon, with the latter’s stablemate 
*Grasshopper II (1091. ) two lengths farther back 
in third place. In order followed De Kalb, Charm 
Bracelet (106), and Camp Verde (114). Time, 
723, :46%5, 1:1225, track sloppy.

Havre de Grace 


OWIE’S spring meeting, abbreviated to nine 

days by weather which caused a one-day 
postponement of the opening, closed with the 
racing of April 11, an unqualified success. The 
betting was $4,058,646, a great improvement over 
the 1941 figure of $3,939,952 for 11 days of rac- 
ing. Reduced to daily average, the 1942 session 
was ahead $450,646 to $358,177, a gain of more 
than 25 per cent. The closing day, which had a 
crowd estimated at 18,000, was featured by the 
Southern Maryland Handicap, in which W. L. 
Brann’s Pictor, possibly braced by the air of his 
home State, took up the string of successes he 
had left last fall. Pictor, which seems to run 
better in Maryland than anywhere else, had won 
his last three starts of 1941 in Maryland, and 
had been beaten in all four of his starts in Florida 
last winter. 

On April 13 racing moved into northern Mary- 
land, where Havre de Grace began a 12-day ses- 
sion. The first day brought Alsab into action, in 
the Chesapeake Trial Stakes, but Robert Sterling 
Clark's Colchis, which had dead-heated with him 
in the Eastern Shore Handicap last season, did a 
little better and beat him a neck. Alsab, how- 
ever, was gaining fast, and was giving the 
*Happy Argo gelding eight pounds. The Har- 
ford Handicap, which also was run on opening 
day, proved another surprise, when William Zieg- 
ler, Jr.’s Transfigure, by Espino, got down in 
front of Brandywine Stable’s Madigama, with the 
favored Omission third. The opening crowd was 
estimated at 12,000, so Havre de Grace also seems 
off to a good start. 


Hygrohour from Texas 


Howe Stable’s True North (119) and J. H. 
Louchheim’s Kopla (122), winners of their re- 
spective divisions of the Hialeah Juvenile Cham- 
pionship Stakes, represented Florida, and W. C. 
Stroube’s Liberty Pan (119), winner of the Lone 
Star Stakes, and Paragon Stable’s Samhar (119), 
winner of his two starts, represented Louisiana 
at Bowie on April 8 when the Bowie Kindergarten 
Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, four furlongs) 
provided the first meeting ground for the best 
youngsters from the two winter courses. Mary- 
landers favored the Floridians, especially True 
North. Samhar and Liberty Pan were third and 
fourth choices. The field of seven included only one 
youngster which had not raced during the win- 
ter, Quillon (112), which finished last. True North 
started first but was soon taken in hand by Jockey 
A. Schmid] and rated behind John L. Sullivan's 
Texas-bred and New Orleans-raced Hygrohour 
(116). Hygrohour got away third and in his rush 
to the front appeared to have crowded Kopla 
back. Around the turn Hygrohour drew away 


from True North until he had a two-length lead. 
Jockey J. Deering kept the Texas gelding under 
stout urging throughout the stretch to win with 
two lengths to spare. 


Kopla recovered from his 
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early difficulties to beat True North by more than 
a length for place money. The latter had lessened 
his chances by bearing out around the turn and 
in the stretch. In order followed Liberty Pan, 
Maejames (112), Samhar, and Quillon. Time,

Where He Left Off 


Winter-raced horses continued to hold the ad- 
vantage over northern-trained horses to the end 
of the Bowie meeting on April 11. In the final 
stakes race of the meeting, the Southern Mary- 
land Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
11,, miles), seven horses were entered and they 
had all raced either in Florida or Louisiana. 
Favored was W. L. Brann’s Pictor (126), Mary- 
land-bred son of *Challenger II and leading handi- 
cap star of the 1941 Maryland Fall racing season. 
Opposing him were six much lighter-weighted 
horses of which Phil Bieber’s Maechance (110) 
was considered by the crowd to have the best 
chance. The former Maemere Farm horse might 
have turned the trick except for Jockey Henry 
Mora’s attempt to outguess the stewards by not 
persevering with Maechance in the final sixteenth 
after being bumped by Pictor. Maechance had 
sprinted to an early lead and shaken off a chal- 
lenge by J. L. Sullivan’s Air Master (108) on the 
stretch turn, and at the eighth-pole was leading 
by a length and a half. Meanwhile George Woolf 
on Pictor had lagged behind the field until the 
far turn was neared and then began to improve 
his position. Racing on the inside Pictor picked 
off his opponents in the stretch and drew on even 
terms with Maechance when he suddenly swerved 
and bumped the pacernaker. Apparently Jockey 
Mora thought he had grounds for a foul claim 
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and did not push Maechance in the final sixteenth. 
At the finish Pictor led the son of Chance Shot 
by three-quarters of a length, with Cis Marion 
(114) three lengths farther back. The stewards 
disallowed the foul claim. Air Master finished 
fourth and Warlock (112), Riding Light (109), 
and *Trois Pistoles followed. Time, :25, :50, 
1:1545, 1:4225, 1:491;, track muddy.

Everybody Wins 


Two salary increases were announced a week 
before Bowie closed. On April 6 all pari-mutuel 
clerks were raised from $8 to $10 a day, and on 
the following day stewards were raised from $60 
to $75 a day. Apparently the latter increase was 
less Bowie’s idea than that of the Maryland State 
Racing Commission, for it will be effective on 
other Maryland tracks as well. Stewards at the 
minor tracks, who have previously been paid $50 
a day, have been raised to $60. It was announced 
April 7 that Havre de Grace would follow the 
Bowie scale for pari-mutuel clerks.

The Appraisal of Stallions 


N THE Brioop-Horsek of April 4 a statistical study 

of the records of 54 sires was presented in these 
columns. The horses were graded by several 
standards, but it was stated at the beginning that 
none of the rankings, nor any combination of 
them, could be accepted as the true gauge of a 
horse’s merit as a sire. There is, of course, no 
such thing as an absolute ranking of sires ac- 
cording to merit. Figures of the sort I presented 
are especially deficient in the fact that they can- 
not take into account the variation in the average 
quality of mares bred to the stallions. 


In order to measure the comparative value of a 
stallion with a greater degree of accuracy than is 
permitted by the statistics published April 4 
the quality of the stallion’s mates must be taken 
into consideration. This is a tedious task, almost 
impossible except on a small scale, since so many 
computations and estimates must be made for 
each sire studied. It is further complicated by 
the fact that it is a controversial matter as to how 
the excellence of a broodmare is to be judged. 
There are many experienced breeders who feel 
that the racing class of a mare cannot be cor- 
related with her value as a broodmare, who feel 
that a good pedigree is the best guide to a good 
broodmare; and since there is no earthly means 
of ranking pedigrees (if there is I should like to 
hear of it), it is impossible to make an intelligent 
study on such a basis. 

But there are two young men in the Thorough- 
bred field—-at least two—-who have sought to 
solve this problem, Abram S. Hewitt, owner of 
Montana Hall in Virginia, and Charles A. Kenney, 
manager of Coldstream Stud at Lexington. It 
happens that both of them are of the opinion that 
the value of breeding stock can be estimated 
much more accurately from the immediate rec- 
ords, as racing class, for instance, than from 
pedigrees. From this opinion, I suppose, pro- 
ceeds their curiosity as to the means for apprais- 
ing the value of sires. 


Mares Graded by Racing Records 


R. HEWITT’S method is based upon a com- 

parison of the racing class of each foal with 
the racing class of its dam. All the foals of a 
given sire are set out and the racing class of each 
of them is compared with the racing class of its 
dam. The estimate of racing class is made by 
laborious checking against the American Racing 
Manual (for totals) and the racing charts (for 
class). Wherever the foal is better than its dam 
(sex differences considered), the sire is credited 
with a plus; wherever a foal is worse than its 
dam, the sire is credited with a minus. In cases 
where either the dam or the sire failed to race no 
comparison is attempted; the record is made up 
of the definite comparisons. When all the foals 
of a sire have been accounted for gross totals of 
plus and minus marks are made up. The infor- 
mation is also set out on graph paper, with the 
mares sorted into groups according to racing 
class and their foals compared with them in each 
group. The result is a sort of general picture 
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showing the sire’s performance in comparison 
with his opportunity, the opportunity being meas- 
ured according to the racing class of the mares 
to which he is bred. 

This method, the actual application of which, I 
think, has been the work of Mr. Hewitt’s man- 
ager, Dan Cox, and Mrs. Cox, is predicated on the 
supposition that racing class provides the best 
evidence of a mare’s potential producing class, a 
contention made regularly in these columns and 
supported by Mr. Hewitt’s own exhaustive stud- 
ies. The technique, I take it, is still more or less 
in the experimental stage, and probably will be 
modified with further use. Records have been 
made up, I think, for 20 horses or more. 

As the reader may suspect, this method of ap- 
praising stallions makes Mr. Hewitt’s own horse, 
Pilate, look very good in comparison with other 
good sires. Pilate shows an extraordinary per- 
centage of improvement over the mares which 
produced his foals, according to material which 
Mr. Hewitt used in his advertising this season. 
As, for instance: ‘All of Pilate’s foals have been 
as high and generally much higher in racing class 
than their dams, with one exception. The im- 
provement in the class of the foals over their 
dams has been as marked with high class as with 
low class mares.” 

The last comment indicates, perhaps, the prin- 
cipal weakness of the method. Because of the 
natural tendency of any breed to swing toward 
the average—down from the top and up from the 
bottom—it is much easier for a stallion’s get to 
show improvement over their dams if the dams 
are inferior than if the dams are superior. That 
is, Top Flight is likely to produce much better 
horses than a very inferior mare, but it is much 
less likely that the foals of Top Flight will be 
better than Top Flight than that the foals of an 
inferior mare will be better than their dam. 
Hence mere plus and minus markings will not be 
accurate enough to give an indisputable appraisal 
of a sire’s class. Mr. Hewitt recognizes this diffi- 
culty, of course, and probably is seeking a solu- 
tion for it. 


Mares Graded by Their Produce 


HE method used by Mr. Kenney at Coldstream 

Stud is more or less complementary to that of 
Mr. Hewitt. It constitutes a comparison of foals 
with the apparent quality of their dams, but de- 
termines the apparent quality of the dams not ac- 
cording to their racing class but according to the 
worth of the foals they have produced by other 
sives. As the reader may suspect, this method 
makes the Coldstream stallion *Bull Dog look 
very good, just as Mr. Hewitt’s method makes 
Pilate look very good. But the research in both 
cases has been done painstakingly and honestly, 
and I think we can all forgive them that they 
have discovered the excellence of the horses they 
are promoting. It is not an unusual phenomenon 
for a Thoroughbred breeder to discover merit in 
the horse he owns or manages. 

Mr. Kenney, I think, would be the first to admit 
that he is more interested in *Bull Dog than in 
statistical methods, and the only stallion on whose 
record his method was applied was *Bull Dog. 
He is probably grateful that he didn’t have to do 
the work himself but could turn it over to Miss 
Louise Christie, the Coldstream secretary. The 
resulting figures, even if they do constitute a 
“plug” for *Bull Dog, are very interesting, and 
I am taking the liberty to reproduce some of 
them here. There are 96 mares which had foals 
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by *Bull Dog and which also had foals by other 
sires. Foals of 1939 and racing of 1941 are in- 
cluded in the summary which follows:

The gross comparisons in the tabulation give 
*Bull Dog’s foals at all points a clear margin of 
superiority over the foals of other stallions out of 
the same mares. The main difficulty here is that 
the average worth of the “other” stallions cannot 
readily be set forth. 

In having the original figures made up Mr. 
Kenney arranged the mares according to their 
tail-male lines—Ben Brush, Himyar, Bend Or, 
Isonomy, etc. Possibly he had a furtive notion 
that he might discover a nick for *Bull Dog, or 
more likely he just wanted to have the informa- 
tion on hand in case any of his customers thought 
they had discevered a nick. Anyway, there’s no 
nick. 

After having seen the original figures I asked 
Miss Christie if she would let me have a memo- 
randum of the mares among the 96 studied which 
had produced stakes winners by *Bull Dog, or the 
“others,” or both. From her notes I made up the 


following tabulation, in which SW _ indicates 
stakes winners:

The extraordinarily high perceniages of stakes 
winners and winners is accounted for, of course, 
by the fact that the mares in this group were 
selected in the first place because they were dams 
of stakes winners. Note here again the extreme 
superiority of the *Bull Dog foals. 

The Coldstream Stud figures took no notice of 
the racing class of the mares under consideration. 
So I took the liberty to pester Miss Christie for 
another set of figures, namely the producing rec- 
ords of the stakes-winning mares which had been 
bred to *Bull Dog. The list included 15 mares, 
two of which had no foals by other sires. The 
mares, with their stakes winners sired by *Bull 
Dog given in parenthesis, were *Anchorsholme 
(Bull Whip), Barbara (Talma Dee), *Felina II 
(Buster), Fiji, Flecting Moments, *Maid of 
Arches (Our Boots), Miss Bunting, Myrtlewood 
(Miss Dogwood), Nellie Custis, Nida, Princess 
Camelia, Rose Eternal (Eternal Bull), Sabine, 
Sweepilla, Well Rewarded.

Here again the percentages in *Bull Dog’s favor 
are extreme. The average *Bull Dog foal in this 
group earned $8,994, as against $4,071 for the 
others. But this special section of the figures 
was not included so much to add fuel to Mr. Ken- 
ney’s fire as to find another sort of an indication 
of the class of mares to which *Bull Dog has been 
bred. If the horse has been bred to exceptionally 
good mares, his record is good; if he has been 
bred to fair-to-middling mares, his record is ex- 
ceptional. At a guess I am inclined to think his 
mares have been fair-to-middling. Fourteen per 
cent of his foals of racing age through 1941 were 
out of stakes winners, which is perhaps a normal 
percentage for a stallion with a big reputation, 
but, as the tabulation given above indicates (by 
the low percentage of stakes winners got by 
other sires), the stakes-winning mares to which 
he was bred were, on the average, a very un- 
productive lot, as stakes-winning mares go. 

This generalization holds only for the first five 
or six years of *Bull Dog's service. Since his 
reputation has been well established he has had 
a better selection of mares, and has taken ad- 
vantage of the fact. It will be noted that four 
of the six stakes winners from stakes-winning 
mares are still racing in high-class company: 
Buster, Our Boots, Miss Dogwood, and Eternal 
Bull. These reflect the distinct improvement in 
the quality of the mares which have been bred to 
*Bull Dog in recent seasons. Their future per- 
formances may be expected to raise the average 
earnings of this group of foals from stakes win- 
ners well above the present figure ($8,994). 

Since success brings greater opportunity for 
further success, *Bull Dog’s books of the last few 
years have been much better than those of his 
early years, when he was only a “brother to *Sir 
Gallahad III.” His 1942 book is an example. 
Among the mares being bred to him this year 
are eight stakes winners and 17 dams of stakes 
winners, with three duplications included. Among 
the outside mares booked to him are the stakes 
winners Bala Ormont, *Buckup, Imprudent, and 
Nellie Bly, and the stakes winners’ dams *Buck- 
up, Neshaminy, Xanthina, and Designate. Among 
the “home” mares are the stakes winners Cactus 
Rose, *Maid of Arches, Rose Eternal, and Sun 
Celtic, and the stakes winners’ dams Boursecamp, 
Epitine, Fairy Eyes, Fire Lass, Gentle Play, In 
Between, Laila Wild, *Maid of Arches, Mislead- 
ing, Owena, Penncote, Rose Eternal, and Starless 
Moment. 

From all this windy discussion, and from the 
variety of material which has been considered, 
one readily understands the difficulty of apprais- 
ing a single sire on a realistic basis. Even now 
we have no means of ranking *Bull Dog, because 
we do not have similar figures for other stallions. 
The technique here used is not generally appli- 
cable until it has been worked out to the point 
of comparing one sire with another. 


It's a Complicated Business 


HE foregoing notes and comment, ¢nd the sta- 
tistics published last week, indicate that there 
are possibilities of appraising breeding material 
with a greater accuracy than by run-of-the-mine 
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statistics and by personal judgment of pedigrees 
and individuals. But they indicate also how far 
the Thoroughbred breeder has to go before he 
finds a reasonably dependable standard for ap- 
praising the past performances of breeding stock, 
to say nothing of estimating the odds for future 
performances. Even after extended and complex 
statistics have been assembled, there are a good 
many ifs, ands, and buts not accounted for. 

What we seek, of course, is a method of rank- 
ing each sire and each dam according to his or 
her merit. In actual practice it is impossible to 
make any such assignment on the basis of in- 
formation now generally available. When a good 
horse by a young sire out of a young mare comes 
along, the reascnable thing to do is to divide the 
credit for the good horse equally between sire and 
dam. But if the dam continues to produce good 
horses and the sire fails to do so, then it will ap- 
pear that the sire was not due half the credit in 
the first place. If the sire achieves repeated suc- 
cesses, and the dam fails to co so, then it must 
be assumed that less than half the credit for the 
first good horse should go to the dam. Because 
of the continual changes of racing, it becomes 
very difficult to maintain comparative figures on 
an up-to-date basis—which is the only basis that 
would mean much. The difficulty is, of course, 
the fact that no fixed point can be established on 
either side. I have looked over various systems 
for appraising sires and dams in other breeds of 
livestock, but as yet have found nothing which 
suggested a fair, and fairly simple, procedure for 
Thoroughbreds. 

Racing class, however, provides a rather solid 
basis for making estimates of breeding proba- 
bility. It can be determined within a fairly short 
range, and it shows a definite correlation with 
breeding class. If it were easier to determine the 
racing class of mares and their foals we could, 
I think, develop the most dependable method ever 
devised for appraising breeding material, by fol- 
lowing out Mr. Hewitt’s technique. 

The new annual series of books begun by THE 
BLoop-HoRSE, called Thoroughbreds Sires and 
Dams, will make such information easily avail- 
able, and if the series survives the war and per- 
sists for a moderately long period, it will, I think, 
provide Thoroughbred breeders with such a body 
of ponderable facts that they will be able to esti- 
mate breeding probabilities far better than they 
have ever been able to do in the past. The book 
shows the distance, class, and value of every 
winning race of every winner. This will, of 
course, not account for all the evidence of class, 
but it will provide a larger body of evidence than 
was ever assembled in such convenient form that 
the average breeder may have it available with- 
out lengthy and expensive research. 


Post Script 


HENEVER I have been guilty of one of 

these long-winded dissertations on statistics 
and the technique of handling statistics I feel 
that an explanation, if not an apology, ought to 
be made, lest it seem that I am trying to make 
figures more important than horses. The attitude 
in this corner is that if we had more figuring we 
could improve the breed and save money besides, 
by selecting breeding stock on a more intelligent 
basis. The breeding of race horses is not nearly 
as much of a lottery as many breeders suppose it 
to be. There are fairly definite odds in the busi- 
ness, and the more closely we figure, the more 
accurately we can play the odds. 
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Notes Racing 
Australia 


ELBOURNE, Feb. 23._-Bombs fell on Dar- 

win last Thursday (February 19) giving 
Australia and Australians their first home ex- 
perience of the full blast of war, but, contrary to 
expectations, it did not cause any interference 
with race programs listed for the following Sat- 
urday in all Australian capitals. 

Many racing executives and well informed rac- 
ing people for months had been prepared for a 
cessation of racing with the beginning of a Japa- 
nese attack on Australia, but Darwin is a long 
way off—nearly 2,000 miles from Melbourne 
and on Saturday at Flemington the Futurity 
Stakes, a £3,000 race, was run as usual. 

It caused something of a boilover, as Burrabil 
(7 to 1) was first, Zonda (15/1) second, and Tea 
Cake (14/1) third. Back in fifth place and sev- 
eral lengths from Burrabil, was the hot favorite, 
High Caste. Not at any stage of the race had he 
been able to cope with the brilliant early speed 
of the more lightly-weighted runners and al- 
though he made up ground in the long straight— 
about 214, furlongs—-he was never a danger to 
the place-getters. 

It was a severe blow to followers of the J. T. 
Jamieson stable and High Caste’s failure at seven 
furlongs left them dumfounded even allowing 
for the fact that with 147 pounds he had been set 
the task of equaling Eurythmic’s weighi-carrying 
record for the race. High Caste has lost his early 
brilliance and perhaps he is not as good as for- 
merly, as a week earlier than the Futurity he 
was tested to the full at nine furlongs by little 
Primavera, winner of the Oaks at Flemington in 
November. 

In fact everybody in the press box overlooking 
the finishing line at Flemington thought the judge 
had erred in not giving the race to Primavera. 
She won by a long neck, we all thought, and her 
rider, Purtell, confirmed our opinions when he re- 
turned to scale. 

It was the St. George Stakes, weight-for-age, 
in which High Caste was fortunate to have ob- 
tained the verdict over Primavera, which is now 
favorite for the Australian Cup (21, miles), to be 
run early in March. Winning the St. George 
Stakes was in fact a tribute to the huge bulk of 
High Caste compared with the diminutive stature 
of Primavera. I suspect that had the filly fin- 
ished on the outside instead of the inside of High 
Caste, the judge would have had a much clearer 
view of her. But our leading clubs refuse to en- 
tertain the question of installing the camera-eye. 
Perhaps they will after the war. 

George Tancred, Australia’s biggest punter, and 
brother to the owner of High Caste, had no fewer 
than five wagers of £500 to £400 on the “Bob- 
tailed Wonder” in the Futurity and I believe lost 
more than £3,500 on the race. But it is nothing to 
some of the huge wins he has haa on High Caste, 
which owes him nothing. 

Burrabil, the new sprint “find” in Melbourne, 
has had an amazing rise to fame. Exactly two 
years before he won the Futurity he was first 
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home in a £10 race at a country meeting hundreds 
of miles from Melbourne. First prize on Satur- 
day was £2,300 for his owner, J. M. Slattery, a 
well known squatter (you term them ranchers) 
and once champion amateur rider of Victoria. He 
gave only 35 guineas for Burrabil, which is by 
Burnewang, a half-brother to Shred, a high-class 
winner in France. Burnewang is by Sunstar 
from Shrove, which sold at 9,000 guineas for a 
broodmare. She was by Pommern from Silver 
Tag, but the Burnewangs had mostly been fail- 
ures in Australia. And the fact that Burrabil is 
seven years old does not say too much for the 
horses he beat in the Futurity on Saturday. 

Most horses are beginning to deteriorate when 
they are seven but not so Burrabil. The reason 
for his attainment of such splendid form was due 
perhaps to the fact that he did not race much 
earlier in his career, seeing more of station 
(ranch) life than the race course. 

Hesione gave backers another shock at Flem- 
ington on February 14 when she was beaten in 
the Federal Stakes by Chatfield, regarded as the 
best of the 2-year-old colts in Australia. Hesione, 
a half-sister to Ajax, was unbeaten at four starts 
in the spring in Sydney and Melbourne but, hav- 
ing her first race of the autumn in the Federal 
Stakes, was beaten soundly by Chatfield. This 
colt is by Manitoba and did not appear on the 
scene until after Hesione had finished her spring 
racing. 

Now everybody is awaiting the clash of Chat- 
field, Hesione, and Riverton in the Victoria Rac- 
ing Club Sires Produce Stakes on Saturday. Chat- 
field is good but I am inclined to think that Hesi- 
one wanted the race on Saturday. If she im- 
proves as I expect, she may extend the two colts 
at Flemington on February 28. On the same day 
the Newmarket Handicap, a straight six-furlong 
race, will be decided and also the St. Leger, 
which looks at the mercy of the Melbourne Cup 
winner, Skipton. This colt is again in full train- 
ing and looks a lot better than when he won the 
Victoria Derby and Melbourne Cup in the spring. 

On February 14 the Oakleigh Plate of £1,500, 
run over 51. furlongs, was won by one of our 
most brilliant sprinters in High Title. He out- 
classed a fine field by sheer speed. High Title 
is a son of Duke John, a Blandford horse at the 
stud in South Australia. 


Flemington's Cats and Canaries 


ELBOURNE, March 4.—‘‘Famous Fleming- 

ton,”’ as most of us term the headquarters of 
the Victorian Turf in Melbourne, lived up to its 
reputation for surprises on Saturday last (Feb- 
ruary 28) when Kelos, at 33 to 1, captured the 
Newmarket Handicap and Hesione suffered her 
second defeat of the autumn at the hands of 
Regency, a 50-to-1 chance, in the Sires Produce 
Stakes, run over seven furlongs and worth nearly 
£4,000. 

It was a day when bookmakers won everything 
about the place and they had plenty to win, too, 
as the tote turnover was nearly £90,000, a record 
for Newmarket day, and bookmakers reported 
huge betting in all races. Kelos was one of the 
Newmarket runners nobody bothered about as 
she has an unenviable reputation at the barrier 
that has often nearly earned her a stud, instead 
of a race course, career. 

However, the stewards were more than lenient 
with her and although she drew No. 4 barrier 
position for the Newmarket—run over a straight 


six furlongs 
18 runners, and horses running down the grand- 
stand side of the straight-six are at a mysterious 
but definite disadvantage compared with those 
near the flat rails on the other side of the course. 

However, Kelos jumped away well, was in front 
at the end of a furlong and nothing ever looked 


she was sent to the outside of the 


like catching her again. She is a 3-year-old filly 
by Manitoba, sold for 4,000 guineas last year, 
out of Welosia, an old mare by The Welkin from 
Celosia, by Linacre. She is the first Turf venture 
of R. H. Sang, a young Melbourne owner, and is 
possessed of great speed. But perhaps it was 
fortunate for her that the favorite, High Title, 
broke down during the race. If this had not hap- 
pened it is questionable whether Kelos would have 
beaten the Duke John colt. 

High Caste ran in the Newmarket with 143 
pounds on his back, but he has lost all signs of 
early brilliance and was not sighted until near the 
end of the race. Afterwards he showed evidence 
of lameness and there is a chance that this great 
horse will not race again after this year. He 
has big engagements in Sydney at Easter, but 
whether he will meet them remains to be seen. 
Furtrader, also by Manitoba, ran second to Kelos, 
and in third place, finishing with the speed of a 
Spitfire, was Beaulivre, winner of the Caulfield 
Cup of 1940. It was his best form for some time 
but he has been hard to train. 

Backers were mournful and bookmakers looked 
like the cat that swallowed the canary when 
Regency finished slightly better than Hesione to 
win the Sires Produce Stakes. It was a great 
blow to backers, who had piled money on Hesione, 
with good support for Riverton, Chatfield, and 
Blue Valley. Munro kept the half-sister to Ajax 
in front and just when she had her main rivals 
beaten off, Regency tackled her, got a length in 
front but Hesione responded again so well in the 
final furlong that she was only half a head on 
the debit side when the judge was reached. 

Regency is by The Buzzard (a sire of good 
stayers and known in England as The Bastard 
before being purchased for Australia) and is 
owned by W. R. Kemball of New Zealand. His 
form had been so ordinary before his defeat of 
Hesione that we are now wondering whether the 
2-year-olds are as good as we first thought. Syd- 
ney at Easter may answer this question. 


V. R. C. St. Leger 


IGH ROAD, a huge colt trained by Lou Rob- 

ertson, won the Victoria Racing Club St. Leger 
(14 furlongs) in good style from Primavera, win- 
ner of the Oaks in November, and Skipton, Vic- 
toria Derby and Melbourne Cup winner in the 
spring. High Road beat those two good stayers 
convincingly, but Skipton was not at his top and 
whereas he would have been at ‘twos on’ had he 
been at his best, he started at 5 to 2 against after 
5 to 1 had been bet. It was only his second start 
of the autumn and he needed the race. He will 
now be reserved for the Sydney Cup of £7,000 to 
be run at Randwick (Sydney) at Easter. I feel 
certain he will turn the tables on High Road if 
they clash again in the A. J. C. St. Leger. 

High Road is by Caledon from Scotch Melody 
and has an interesting pedigree. Caledon, which 
was not much of a success at the stud in Aus- 
tralia, was by Hurry On from Wet Kiss, which 
was by Tredennis, a son of Kendal, by Bend Or. 
Scotch Melody has old-fashioned family lines, 
being by Cistercian from Annie Laurie, by Char- 
lemagne II.

Louie Leith Cup 


‘IDDLEBURG, VA., April 11.—About 3,000 
die-hard hunt race fans braved the unseason- 
able blustering weather that swept Middleburg’s 
Glenwood Park Course, to welcome in the sport 
in the Old Dominion. The biting wind and inter- 
mittent hailstones took the bloom off what other- 
wise would have been a marvelous day of sport, 
with a well balanced six-race card. 
The Louie Leith Cup, featured four-mile timber 
event (formerly known as the Middleburg Cup), 
fell to Mrs. Frank M. Gould’s Hold Forth. 
Warren Leonard was aboard the victor and put 
up a very heady ride to win the trophy. Of the 
twelve named, nine went postward with the even- 
tual winner, a 10-year-old gelding by *Dan IV 
Deceitful Sally, an even-money favorite. After a 
slight delay at the post, Starter Bobby Young got 
the field off to a ragged start with Mowgli, a fre- 
quent point-to-point winner, going to the top. 
This advantage was his for about 13 fences and 
then the others, which had played a waiting game, 
closed in for the kill. Houseman, which had been 
running well up, went to the front for a brief 
spell, only to relinquish the lead to Hold Forth in 
the final drive. 
It appeared to many spectators that Houseman 
had cut the seventeenth fence and would be dis- 
qualified from his place position. However, when 
Johnny Harrison, his rider, appeared in the stand 
after the race, it developed that he was the only 
one who kept on the correct course, as the seven- 
teenth was not to be taken on the last turn of the 
field. Due to the fact that the others went a 
greater distance the finish was ruled official, with 
Houseman getting second money and Mrs. A. 8S. 
Carhart’s Sir Romeo third. 
This victory vindicated Hold Forth’s Carolina 
Cup race, where he lost his rider a few fences 
from home, when he was about to make his bid. 
Mrs. Frank M. Gould was on hand to receive the 
trophy and this marked her third victory. She 
won the cup with “Ostend in 1933 and with Black 
Sweep in 1940. 
Jack Skinner, popular Virginia trainer, won two 
of the six events, when he sent Good Chance to 
win the Panther Skin, a two-mile brush race, and 
Carteret to take the Covert, a 114,-mile flat race, 
that closed the card. Good Chance sports the 
colors of the Rokeby Stables and is a frequent 
winner over brush. Carteret is a newcomer to 
hunt racing, and his debut marks the first ap- 
pearance of the Greentree pink and black in this 
phase of the sport for some years. 
Morris H. Dixon of Newtown Square, Pa., who 
has one of the largest strings on the hunt race 
circuit, started his first campaigners of the sea- 
son at this meeting. Although Dixon did not win 
any of the events, he served notice that he would 
be a threat for this year, with his stock all look- 
ing well and performing in the same manner. It 
is possible that his horses were a little short, be- 
cause of the heavy winter in Pennsylvania where 
he trains. In a few weeks his performers will be 
at peak condition. 
Another trainer to make this year’s start at 
this meeting was William Passmore, the condi- 
tioner for Bayard Sharp of Wilmington, Del. This 
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former rider, who turned to training last year, 
conditioned Speculate, winner of many stakes 
over brush and $20,975. The total sum earned by 
Passmore for Owner Sharp was $24,600; this sum 
placed the Wilmington sportsman at the top of 
the steeplechase owners’ list. 

Many familiar figures were on hand for the 
opening meet in Virginia. Seen in the crowd were 
Mr. and Mrs. Dorr Newtown of Philadelphia, who 
stopped off on their way home from Florida. Mr. 
and Mrs. Sidney H. Hirst, of Chester Springs, Pa., 
journeyed down to see their Black Chief start in 
the Raymond Belmont Memorial. William du 
Pont, Jr., arrived from Wilmington and acted as 
steward. The Hamilton Somervilles arrived 
from Montpelier Station, Va., and were seen pic- 
nic lunching with Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott. 
They reported plans of a visit to Kentucky next 
week, where the trio will visit many of the stud 
farms and shoot color pictures of famous stallions 
for Mrs. Scott’s collection. Mrs. Scott has a large 
collection of motion pictures of famous stallions, 
dating back a few years, and this jaunt will bring 
it up to date with shots of many of the new stal- 
lions now making a name as sires. 

The next full card meeting for hunt racing will 
be the thirty-first annual meeting of the White- 
marsh Valley Hunt at Broad Axe, Pa., on May 2. 
The probable feature for this popular Philadelphia 
meeting will be the R. N. Buckley Challenge Cup 
at three miles over timber. This will be the sec- 
ond running for this trophy, as the original was 
retired in 1940 by John Strawbridge’s Bungtown. 
This aged timber-topper indicated that he will be 
dangerous this year, by his good performance in 
this afternoon’s running of My Lady’s Manor 
Point-to-Point, where he finished second to S. S. 
Janney, Jr.’s Winton. 

Preceding the Whitemarsh meeting, timber rac- 
ing will hold sway, with the Grand National 
Point-to-Point races on April 18 at Hereford, Md., 
and the famed Maryland Hunt Cup at Glyndon, 
Md., on April 25. 


My Lady's Manor 


ONKTON, Md., April 11.—-Winton, a good 8- 
year-ola gelding by Belli Casus—Rosequartz, 
romped in an easy score in the thirty-fourth run- 
ning of My Lady’s Manor Point-to-Point Steeple- 
chase this afternoon. Several thousand dyed-in- 
the wool hunt meeting fans lined the hills and 
dales of the Leslie E. Keiffer and J. M. Pearce 
Estates to cheer their favorites, and they were 
well rewarded for their braving the wintry blasts. 
Six top-flight timber-toppers faced the starter’s 
flag in the featured event, with Blockade and Len 
Hazard being scratched from the field. A _per- 
fect start saw Golden Satin showing the way 
until the third fence, where Field Glass moved up 
and continued in a van until a bad jump at the 
ninth, where he was supplanted by Winton. From 
here on in it was only a question of how soon and 
by how many lengths, as Stuart Janney, Jr., 
guided the mount which he also owns and trains. 
At the finish it was Winton by 25, with Bung- 
town, owned by John Strawbridge, of Phila- 
delphia, and ridden by son George, earning the 
second award. Bungtown in turn had a five- 
length margin over Field Glass, which recovered 
well to finish third under the guidance of Mar- 
shall Hughes. Golden Satin was fourth, while 
Parkantell brought up a distant last after twice 
refusing at the last timber. Party Lines, the

Plans for the Season 


ONDON, March 16 (By Air Mail).—The long- 
awaited list of flat race fixtures appears in 
the current issue of the Racing Calendar. The 
period covered is the 16 weeks from April 14 to 
July 29, and in that time we are given 42 pro- 
grams, an allowance that tallies approximately 
with the rations we received during the latter 
part of the 1941 season. On the face of it, the al- 
lowance is fair, and is certainly better than most 
forecasts, but the fixtures are hedged with re- 
strictions which make them less pleasing to own- 
ers and trainers than they appear on the surface. 
Only five courses are being used, and except 
at Newmarket, racing during the period covered 
will be confined to Saturdays and Whit-Monday. 
Newmarket is allotted 16 days, Salisbury 12 days, 
Windsor two, Pontefract six, and Stockton six. 
But owners will not be free to pick and choose 
from this list, the Government authorities having 
stipulated the following restrictions: 

Newmarket events will be confined to horses 
trained at Newmarket; Salisbury and Windsor to 
horses trained south of the Trent (Newmarket 
excluded); Pontefract and Stockton to horses 
trained north of the Trent. North of the Trent 
is defined as a straight line drawn on the map, 
from Yarmouth on the east, through Peterbor- 
ough and Birmingham to Aberystwyth on the 
west. These restrictions will not apply to the 
Two Thousand and One Thousand Guineas, Derby, 
Oaks, Coventry Stakes, and Queen Mary Stakes, 
all of which closed on January 13, or to the Gold 
Cup, which will close later. 

The Free Handicap for 3-year-olds, the Free 
Handicap for 4-year-olds, and the Craven Stakes 
have been abandoned. 

Details of the programs for the first three 
meetings at Newmarket appear in the current 
Calendar. There are seven races advertised for 
each program, and we may fairly assume that 
this will be a minimum for all meetings through- 
out the season. 

The growing difficulties of transport, both by 
rail and road, are responsible for the imposition 
of this localized centralization. It will be gen- 
erally agreed that the compromise that has been 
reached as the result of long discussion between 
the Jockey Club stewards and the government 
departments concerned is ingenious, and although 
the restrictions are irksome, the scheme is the 
best that could be devised in the circumstances. 
The fact that the classics and the chief “Ascot” 
weight-for-age events will be open to all should 
mean that we shall be able to determine the mer- 
its of the best of the 2- and 3-year-olds. 

The first four of the 3-year-old classics will 
all be run at Newmarket. The dates: 

May 12 (Tuesday)—Two Thousand Guineas. 
May 13 (Wednesday)—One Thousand Guineas. 
June 12 (Friday)—Oaks Stakes. 

June 13 (Saturday)—Derby Stakes. 

“Ascot” events also will be run at Newmarket, 
the Coventry Stakes on Tuesday, June 30, and 
the Queen Mary Stakes and Gold Cup on July 1.

The Weather Breaks 


FTER a complete blank of nine weeks—the 

longest weather hold-up of National Hunt 
sport since 1895-—’chasing was resumed at Chel- 
tenham on Saturday, March 16, with the first 
stage of the annual N. H. festival. There was no 
“festive” air about the proceedings except insofar 
as the number of runners could be so termed—an 
aggregate of no fewer than 160 for the seven 
races! Most of the horses, having been confined 
to walking on the roads for weeks on end, were 
hopelessly short of schooling, and there was ab- 
normal amount of “grief.” Fortunately there 
were no serious mishaps to jockeys as the result 
of the many falls, and only one notable accident 
among the horses. This was to the good lepper 
Savon, which broke his back when coming down 
in the Cheltenham Grand Annual ’Chase—a big 
loss to Owner Major Lionel Montague and to 
Trainer Reg Hobbs. 

Big event of the day was the Champion Hurdle 
Challenge Cup, for which there were 20 starters. 
Vic Smyth’s good staying 4-year-old gelding 
Forestation, a son of Felicitation out of the Gains- 
borough mare Woodciss won fairly easily from 
Miss Dorothy Paget's Anarchist (by Taj ud Din), 
with J. Barker’s 6-year-old Southport (by Port- 
law) third. Among the unplaced were Milk Bar, 
Kentucky, Interlaken, and Verbatim, so the field 
was representative of our best timber-toppers. I 
should, indeed, rate Forestation as well up to the 
average standard of Champion Hurdle Cup win- 
ners, and I hope that the horse will have more 
opportunities of proving his merits next season. 

The best field of fencers was that for the Chel- 
tenham Grand Annual ’Chase and 15 of the 20 
starters got round without mishap. Savon, the 
top-weight, was brought down at the water with 
fatal consequences, but his jockey, Archibald, was 
not hurt. A fine finish resulted in Lady Sybil 
Phipps’ good 8-year-old Red Rower (by Rameses 
the Second) scoring by a neck from Lord Sef- 
ton’s Medoc II (by Van), with James V. Rank’s 
Broken Promise (by Romney) third. 


SWOPE WANTS ACTION 


ORK cn plans for drawing from racing con- 

siderable funds for the war effort have been 
going forward very quietly and very slowly. Since 
neither silence nor slowness is in the bright lexi- 
con of Herbert Bayard Swope, an explosion from 
the chairman of the executive committee of the 
Turf Committee of America was reasonably to be 
predicted. It came April 11, when Chairman 
Swope publicly announced his impatience (pre- 
sumably shared by other members of the com- 
mittee), said that a plan was being worked on, 
but that the tracks had better get together on 
something in a hurry or get a new chairman. 

As to which of the numerous plans have been 
discussed or discarded by the executive committee 
of the T. C. A. no indication has been given. The 
executive committee, which can only make 
recommendations to the tracks’ organization, the 
National Racing Associations, was to meet in 
New York this week, make a further attempt to 
find a formula for the consideration of the tracks. 
No meeting of the National Racing Associations 
has been held, as far as THE BLOOD-HORSE knows. 
It is this organization which bears the main re- 
sponsibility; the fact that it has failed to function 
presumably provoked Mr. Swope’s outburst.

C. B. A. Auction at Lexington 


T a sale of horses in training conducted by the 

Cromwell Bloodstock Agency at the Lexing- 
ton trotting track Monday, April 138, 44 horses 
were offered and 41 drew bids. They brought a 
total of $9,440, average $230. The highest bid of 
the sale was $1,100, but it did not represent a 
sale; it was W. N. King’s offer for his own con- 
signment, Our Boy, a 2-year-old brother to the 
stakes winner Biff. The five horses offered by 
Thomas B. Cromwell were all purchased by the 
consignor’s Cromwell Bloodstock Agency, includ- 
ing one at $1,000, one at $750. Calumet Farm, 
which is cutting its racing stable down to 35 
horses, was the only other consignor to sell a 
horse for as much as $700. 

Auctioneer Doc Bond had to work hard for 
bids and in many cases had to be content with 
only one bid for a horse. The Cromwell Blood- 
stock Agency was the largest purchaser, getting 
10 head. Owner-trainers Carl E. Herbold, of 
Louisville, and W. i. (Duke) McCue, of Colum- 
bus, Ohio, each purchased six head. Mr. McCue 
was replacing the six head he lost in the Beulah 
Park fire the day before the sale. 

The American Red Cross War Fund realized 
only $50 in tue sale of Mexico, a white and brown 
2-year-old male burro. Mr. and Mrs. Edgar Zant- 
ker, of Lexington, donated the burro which was 
purchased by Dan B. Midkiff, of Lexington, for 
his children. Three lead ponies were also sold.

Stallions Lost at Sea 


The first reported Thoroughbred casualties at 
sea during the war came as a result, not of enemy 
action, but of rough seas. English and Irish 
papers recently reported that a ship on its way to 
Brazil “ran into heavy weather, and in the buf- 
feting several of the horses on board had limbs 
broken and had to be thrown overboard, while 
others were so badly knocked about that they 
would have been of little use.’’ Among those 
lost were Morogoro, second in the Two Thousand 
Guineas last year, and Hippius, two-time winner 
of the Champion Stakes, and like Morogoro, a 
son of Hyperion. Others lost were Vexatious, 
winner of five races in Ireland at two last year, 
Tout Change, winner of the Newbury Summer 
Cup, and several broodmares.

One of the first of his produce was Gravure, who mated 
with Marconigram threw *Reading, a horse whose record 
at home was brilliant, and who is sure to make a name 
for himself here if racing is not curtailed too much... .
